Tne immigration into the International Settlement 
of Shanghai of Jewish refugees from iturope is now under AL, 


the control of the Municipal Inlice and without Immigration ta 
Certificates iercued by the Police entry ie not allowed. ; 

Those refugees who have been residing in Shanghai 
for some length of time - twelve months or so = and who 
have established themselves as honest, eelf-supporting 
citizens are allowed to apply for permission to bring their 
relatives into the Settlement. The applicants must be 
financially competent and of good character and if their 
incomes are sufficient to support the prospective new 
arrivals without their becoming a public charge then their 
applications are given consideration. In adauition certain 
reputaole concerns of good standing offer employment to 
Jews now reeiding in bhurope and thue afrord these persons 
the opportunity of settling down in Shanghai. The salaries 
offered in euch inetances must be eufticient to permit the 
new comers to be self-supporting. 

Tn both instances, as sutlined above, the avplications 
are eubmitted to the Special Branch of the Municipal Prlice 
through the sesacmedincy of the Committee For the Agesigstance 
of Buropean Jewish Refugees in Shanghai, 177 Embankment 
Building. The Committee receives the applications and, 
approving of them, passes them es Chairman 
f the Committee, for signature, indicating that the 
applicants are able to carry out the obligations they 
undertake in their applications. 

The applications are then returned to the applicants 
who then appear at Police Headquarters on Tuesday and 
Friday mornings with their applicatione.s 

The Special Branch take poeseceion of the applications 
and maké each and every one the subject of an intensive 


investigation. Proof of posseesing eufficient financial 


means is the main point in respect of applicants requiring 


te 


f aoe 
the immigration of their relatives while in those 
inetancee where employment ie offered care ie taken by 
the investigating officer that the contract offered is 
a legitimate one and not merely a contract on papere 

A large proportion of the applicatione are rejected 
by the Special Branch on varioue grounds, however, and 
though it hae been observed that numerous attempts have 
been made to evade the restrictions imposed, applicants 
are never successful in so doing. 

Permits, valid for four monthe, are issued to 
eucceseful applicants for which a nominal cnarge ie made. 
These certificates are then despatched to the refugee in 
murope by the applicant. 

Some weeke or monthe later, the refugee in question 
arrives in Shanghai. He ie required to report at the 
£pecial Branch after disembarkation when his (her) personal 
details are recorded and the permit returned and cancelled. 

He (she) ie required to reside in the Settlement, 
South of the Creek, and an adequate check ig maintained 
by the Special Branch to ensure that thie order ie carried 
out. 

Close contact between the Special 8ranch and the 
Jewieh Committees ie constantly maintained so that all 
relevant information relating to Jewish immigration 


probleme is instantly available. 
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On 22-2-40, 73 Jewish refugees arrived in 
Shan,zhai from Genoa and Bombay 2n voard tne Lloyd 
Triestino s.s. “Conte Biancamano". Their addresses 
in Shanghai teovetner with other particulars are given 


on tne passenger nantfest which is available in this 


office.
